“The Picat rey. of nineteen heey thy

one day was required to recover from. an. 

The 
party then progressed to Thousand Island 
Lake to scale Banner. Six went on to 
‘gonquer Ritter. Fortunately, it was 
downhill all the way back to camp. At 
Shadow’ Lake the burros were inspired by. 
alpenglow on the Minarets and-climbed a 
pinnacle. Then, remembering the Club 
policy regarding wich matters, they re- 
fused to come down without a belay. The 
burros and the leader "came to a little 
understanding" and the burros did not 
stray from camp again for the rest of 
the summer » As we hiked along the Agnew 
Meadows trail we enjoyed beautiful 
thunder clouds over the Ritter Range. 

At Alger Lake the setting sun again 
painted murals on the mountains about 

us. Even the burros. stopped now and then 
to marvel at the view -- or Something. 

The second party struck out. to. the 
north. We stayed a. day at Benson Lake 
to fish and swim while the leader looked 
all over the mountains for his lost 
dunnage bag.
